The AS! Government may finally be growing up The Senate has ended the 
impeachment trial of Senate Chair Robin Blair because of wasted time and 
futile effort. and the President and his General Counsel. still at odds, are being 
not only civil, but polite 

During Blair's impeachment trial. the prosecution, handied mainly by 
former Attorney General Tom Lineer and Steven Bishop, sentenced itself to 
certain failure by attempting to showboat the affair They started off wrong 
when they successfully objected to a move by Blair to have his nine charges 
regrouped into four Blair said he was interested in expediency. which was 
probably true. since several senators said after the trial that no individual 
charge against Blair was serious enough to warrant his removal from office 
The regrouping may have had an effect on the outcome. but the prosecution 
ate tired of the game and dropped the

Peace/War Studies program not consulted for recommendations

The Faculty Senate voted 25-8 to 
defeat a Reserve Officer Training 
Corps (ROTC) proposa!, on campus 
for Fall 1978, at its meeting Wednes- 
Gay 

Discussion of the ROTC proposal 
began with a motion to accept it 


followed immediately by an 
amendment to refer the proposal 
back to the Peace/War Studies 


program. because they had not been 
consulted to make recommendations 
regarding it. according to Duane 
Campbe!i. (Peace/War Studies coor- 
dinatcr. associate professor of 
education.) 

‘We were not consulted.” said 
Campbell He told the Facuity Senate 
that in a meeting between the 
government and history departments 
the departments were “unwilling to 
take a position unti! they knew more 
about it 

Some of the Faculty Senators 
appeared to know Iittle or nothing 
about the origins of the ROTC 
proposal, content of ROT courses 
or how !t got through two committees 
(fiscal affairs committee and cur- 


Board of Appeals rules BOJ 
withheld needed information

In a decision rendered by the ASI 
Board of Judicia Appeal (BOJA) 
early this week. it ruled the Board of 


Justice (BOJ) erred by withholding 


information, required by statute 511 


inthe SAE concessions awarding 
case 

The BOJA held that such harmful 
error warranis a retral tt further 
Stated this case should be the first 
order of business when the BOdJ 
convenes in the spring 

The case was Originally argued 
before the BOJ Oct 18 and a 


decisign was rendered Nov, 1 The 
SAE “Tratern ity filed an appeal 
petition, a series of procedural and 
substantive issues which SAE alleged 
the BOJ decided incorrectly 


SAE contended that the Executive 
Committee created by SB 1 was not 


properly constituted They argued 
this committee must conform to 
Statute 311, section B2 


BOJA said this statute didn't apply 
to committees such as the one es- 
tablished by SB1. SAE misconstrued 
the meaning, which pertains to com- 
mittees within the Executive Branch 


But, they further argued, there is 
NO provision for the ASI president 
vice - president or the Executive 
Director to appoint a designee to the 
committee 


The BOJA ruled the decision 
published by the BOJ did not address 
the question whether the committee 
was properly constituted The BOJ 
did not make it ciear the iegal issues 


raised, the facts supporting its con- 
Clusion. nor the interpretation of law 
which it relied upon in its decision 
according to the BOJA Those who 
appear before the BOU are entitled to 
know the basis of the court's decision 

The BOJ is required by statute to 
incorporate such information sup- 
porting its decision. The BOJ failed to 
comply with statute 511, section J1 
the absence of any discussion of the 
facts pertaining to this issue, the 
absence of any statement about legal 
issues involved, the absence of any 
explanation of the court's inter- 
pretation and application of the law

Senator Don Sturtevant Professor 
of English, questioned how the ROTC 
3Ot started, who Proposed it and what 
rationale existed Sturtevant’'s ques- 
On prompted arguments for and 
against the proposal from many 
Faculty Senators and reactions from

Steve Crosby, aROTC cadet asked 
the Senate to vote on the matter 
nstead of referring it back to the 
Peace/War studies program “This is 
merely a movement to stagnate it 
ROTC proposa!) 

Duane Anderson. Director of Ad- 
MISSIONS and Records and primary 
Supporter of establishing ROTC on 
Campus was asked to explain the 
reasons for the proposal “An inquiry 


was made to establish it (from UC 
Davis)” said Anderson After follow- 
ing up the possibility he brought the 
issue before the committee last April 


Anderson said it was not his 
obligation to go looking for op- 
position 

One senator asked how the 
proposal will affect full time 


equivalent students. Anderson's res- 
ponse was students who may want to 
Nave a military career or even con- 
Sider the possibility will have the op-

The Union, often referred to as the 
‘Student Union.’ is the building to the 
east of the Library. The construction 
of the Union was funded by a ten 
dollar per semester student fee. The 
bonds wii! be paid off near the turn of 
the century Meanwhile, CSUS 
Students will continue to pay for the 
building and the administration will 
continue to control it 

The governing board of CSUS 
Union is comprised of three ad- 
ministrators, two faculty members 
and two students. At most campuses, 
Students have a majority of positions 
and a student usually chairs the 








board. At Cal Poly San Luis Obispo. 
for example, students hold ten of the 
fifteen positions. The other five 
Positions are held by two staff 
members and one alumni 


Scott Plotkin. a former chair of the 
University Union at Cal Poly said 
Some strange decisions were made 
at CSUS years ago which effectively 
kept students from controlling the 
Operations of what should be con- 
sidered their building

Pelote resignation 
motions fails in Senate

The AS! Senate went into an 
emergency executive session fast 
Monday to discuss President Heyman 
Matiock’s move to have Willie Peiote 
removed from his position as General 
Counse? to the President 

Pelote. who was asked by Matlock 
to resign two weeks ago, had vowed 
to fight Matlock s move until Matlock 
explained his reasons for the request, 
which he had stated as “persona! ” 

When the Senate reconvened. 
Senator Bonnie Brown moved that 
the Senate recommend Peiote resign 
in concurrence with Matlock The 
motion failed with a vote of 4-4-2 

In a previous State Hornet article 
Pelote was reported to be earning an 
annual salary of $4,500 at his post 
Pelote corrected the Paper saying his 
salary is $3,700 per year 

Pelote had contended that the 
President had no grounds on which to 
request his resignation, since he 
claimed he was working the Senate in 
September as General Counsel. and 
said there were “numerous jobs 
which brought him to the aid of the 
President.” 

“The Senate clarified the issue,” 
said Matlock in an interview following 
the meeting. Matlock also said it

When asked why Lineer resigned 
last week when requested to by 
Matlock, Pelote said, “If you have ever 
seen a political move, Tom Lineer 
resigning was a political move" He 
declined to elaborate on the 
Statement

But the fact that she's finding jobs 
Is attested to by the nine handicapped 
Students Brown has placed in the 
seven weeks since she joined the 
CSUS staff 

In a colorfully paneled office 
within room 201 of the Student Ser- 
vices building, the Career Planning 
and Placement Center, Brown ex- 
plores the job market 

“| assist disabled students and 
alumni in finding part-time em# 
ployment, full-time employment, 
volunteer work related to their major: 
internships, cooperative education, 
graduate school entrance — basically 
any service related directly or in- 
directly to future employment.” she 











says 

Those services range from deter- 
mining vocational goals and develop- 
ing resume writing and interview 
skilis, to follow-up calls to the 
students who have found jobs “If 
there are problems. we try to find 
alternatives, such as a job site 
modifications Brown says 
Sometimes such modifications are as 
simple as placing a desk on blocks so 
that a wheeichair fits under it 

So far, Brown has counseled about 
80 of CSUS’ 389 identified han- 
dicapped students 

“I'd like to meet more,” she says 
“Those close to graduation — May or 
December — and those students 
interested in summer positions 
should check now.” 


Specializing in vocational! 
rehabilitation, Brown received her 
M.S. in Counseling from CSUS in May 
1976. She has worked for two years 


Merry Christmas 


as a counselor in veterans 
rehabilitation services for the Purple 
Heart Veterans organization. Her ex 
perience has led to contacts within 
state organizations specifically 
developing jobs for the disabled, such 
as the Department of Motor Vehicles 
and Department of Health Brown 
alsO works as a liaison with the 
Department of Rehabilitation. coor- 
dinating their work toward the same 
goal 

Students who have come to Brown 
for assistance often have questions 
about how working will affect their 
Supplementa! Security Income (SSi) 
or Social Security Disability In- 
surance (SSDI) benefits Brown tries 
to act as a Clearinghouse for such 1n- 
formation, either answering ques- 
tions herself or finding out where 
students can get the information 
needed

Faculty Senate downs ROTC proposal -

Senator Toby commented, “We 
don't have the right to deny students 
the opportunity (to take ROTC).” 

Senator Robin Blair was strongly 
in favor of the ROTC proposal. itis an 
essential part of national defense.” 
Blair drew several parallels between 
courses like chemistry, business and 
criminal justice arguing that these 
courses are related bécause weapons 
are developed by chemists and scien 
tists, “big business” frequently bank 
rolls war efforts and the criminal jus- 
tice school also contributes to 
“militarism,” but no one is suggesting 
these courses be eliminated 

A professor from the School of 
Social Work spoke negatively on the 
ROTC proposa! saying, “We' believe 
we were by passed” for consultation 
or input. “The proper base in a 


military science program should be 
with Peace/War studies, “How else 
can you have an academic or intellec- 
tuai institution? 

Campbell spoke against es- 
tablishing ROTC at CSUS. “The 
argument has been made that ROTC 
will be humanized on campus; that is 
not the question, students at UC 
Davis can be humanized there. The 
question is whether we're going to 
allow it is a totally different issue.” 

Campbell continued, “It is clear 
ROTC has administrative friends, that 
is why the Davis program gets special 
listing in our cata’ gue and in our 
schedule of ciasses. These listings 
have been denied to Peace/War 
Studies.” 

“People were in a hurry to get it 
passed," Campbell said, “the reason

that Sinclair Road be closed. Work 
will be done during the Christmas 
recess to minimize inconvenience to 
the campus community, Hutchison 
said. Plans call for bicycle racks to be 
installed along Sinclair to provide 
central, convenient bicycle parking. 
The traffic study also recommends 
a number of other improvements, in- 
cluding an automatic traffic signal at 
the Jed Smith-College Town Drive 


intersection. However, additional im- 
provements will oniy be made as 
funds become available, Hutchison 
said. Costly improvements, such as 
the traffic signal, will require approval 
by the Trustees and appropriation by 
the Lesgislature, he added. 

Closure of Sinclair Drive is ex- 
pected to ease traffic congestion at 
the intersection of Sinclair and Jed 
Smith Drive, near Guy West bridge.

The tall, lean, young black trots down the shiny, 
hardwood court. His white basketball uniform clings to his 
body with perspiration. His teammate launches a shot for 
the hoop. The attempt caroms off the glass backboard. 
Nate Robinson, who had stationed himself in exactly the 
right spot, leaps high, snatches the ball in mid - flight and 
places the ball through the hoop 

The crowd applauds wildly 

Nate Robinson plays basketball. He plays basketball 
better than a lot of people: he plays basketball better than 
a lot of people think he can play 

He's not extremely. tall, only 6'7". Tall by mortal stan- 
dards, but for the behemoths that roam basketball courts. 
he's just one of the guys. 


“Opponents sometimes think | can't do something,” 
Says Robinson, smiling under a Levi ap. “They don't 
realize how strong | am. | can fool themwith my strength.” 
Robinson smiles again, no doubt thinking of how many 
people he has fooled in his career. 

Robinson was named Far Western Conference co - 
Player of the year during the 1976-77 campaign. So far this 
year, he has led his team in scoring in the first five games. 

Despite his athletic prowess, Robinson isn't centering 
his future solely on basketball. Nate has other ideas 


Currently majoring in Government at CSUS, he's tak- 
ing 17 upper - division units in one of the more difficult 
areas of study in the curriculum. 

“What I'm really concentrating on is my education and 
graduating in May with my degree,” Robinson talks ex- 
pressively, his hands move like Arthur Fielder's con- 
ducting a symphony. “A lot of teachers have been 
understanding with the problems athletes have, they give 
me the encouragement | need.”

Declaration of women’s rights 


Campus prof, Roesch Wagner, writes, teaches

The Hornet Bookstore, in the 
women's studies section, carries a 
siim red paperback book, The 
Declaration of Rights of Women: 
1876. The author is Sally Roesch 
Wagner, and it was published as a 
bicentennial project by the Aberdeen, 
South Dakota, chapter of the Nationa! 
Organization for Women 

The CSUS Women's Studies 
department offers a course entitied 
“The Politics of Female Sexual Ex- 
perience.” The instructor is Sally 
Roesch Wagner 

The author and instructor are the 
same person. The book and theclass. 
for her, are different expressions of 
the same cause: feminism 


Wagner, who received her BS and 
MA degrees in psychology from 
CSUS, is currently working on her 
doctorate in history of consciousness 
at the University of California, Santa 
Cruz. The biography of a 19th century 
feminist, Matilda Joslyn Gage, will be 
her dissertation, and the 68 - page 
Declaration of Rights of Women: 1876 
represents one portion of that study 

Wagner holds exclusive research 
rights to the Gage papers, some 500

CSUS. Also, the Hornet soccer team,

In addition to their 10 losses - their 
only salvation was a 21 - 21 tie with 
CSU - Humboldt, Oct. 8 - the Hornei 
football team also lost their coach, 
Glenn Brady, when the an- 
nouncement of his firing was made 
Dec. 5. Brady, in only his second year 
as head football coach, headed a 
team that was 2 - 18 - 1 during those

Her research over the past five 
years has included spending

Wagner. an active 
feminist since 1969. has no formal 
history background and was bored by 
the suffrage movement But several 
years ago she heard a connection 
between Aberdeen, her home town 
and Matiida Joslyn Gage The name 
sounded vaguely familiar, so she 
checked with her mother and found 
that a Matilda Jewe!l Gage had been a 
neighbor in Aberdeen Four years 
later, Wagner was visiting in 
Aberdeen and decided to go see Miss 
Gage

The CSUS cross country team. on 
the other hand, had plenty to shout 
about, and for creating notoriety for 
CSUS, they did very well, indeed. Not 
only did they finish their FWC dual - 
meet season undefeated, but they 
won rather convincingly in nearly all

In addition to the Hornets’ per- 
formance in FWC meets, they also 
defeated San Jose State, 20 - 40, and

At the FWC Championships, White 
won the individual award, but it wasn't 
enough as Humboldt finished a slim 
five points ahead of the Hornets, 42 - 
47. The mild setback didn't really hurt 
the Hornets, though, as they earned a 
berth in the NCAA Division |i Cham- 
pionships, in Oakbrook, lil 


At the Oakbrook affair, White 
again led the Hornet contingent, 
finishing six among 250 other 
runners, a feat which earned him All - 
American honors in Division II cross 
country. And, as if White's ac- 
complishment wasn't enough, the 


The memorabilia fascinated Wagner 
and. with Gage's help. she delved 
more and more into the materia! 

Matilda Joslin Gage. along with 
Susan B Anthony and Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton. authored the History 
of Women's Suffrege in the 1880's 
and it was a statement from that book 
which decided Wagner's dedication 

At the official centennial celeb- 
ration on July 4, 1876, Anthony and 
Gage presented the vice president of 

eUS witha declaration of rights of 

women. The feminists had been 
denied official permission to make 
the presentation and faced possible 
arrest if they did 

But, they wrote, they were “deter- 
mined to place on record for the 
daughters of 1976. the fact that their 
mothers of 1876 had thus assertec 
their equality of rights, and thus 
impeached the government of today 
for its injustice towards women 

My God, that's us!” was Wagner's 
reaction, and she determined to iearn 
about Gage and place her work in the 
context of the 19th century women’s 
movement 

It is exciting for feminists to look 
at our foremothers the previous 
feminist activists,” says Wagner

A look at budget, 


This is the fifth in a series of six ar- 
ticles on the Associated Students in- 
corporated (ASI). The series will dis- 
cuss the history of the ASI, the ex- 
ecutive branch, the legislative bran- 
ch, the judicial branch, and the 
programs which are funded through 
the ASI. Kate Connors, who put the 
series together is presently a Senator 
in the ASI Senate. 

Every semester, the ten doliars 
registration fee goes to the As- 
sociated Students. Inc. With 20,000 
students this is an approximate total 
of $400,000 per year for the AS! to toy 
with. 

in order to qualify for ASI funding, 
a program must be within the 
perimeters defined in Title V of the 
California Education Code regarding 
student activities fees. The program 
then submits its budget request to the 
ASI. The budget request must inciude 

an estimation of students both par- 
cheating in and spec the 
program, records of past student par- 
ticipation, expected benefits of the 


program, other tinancial sources 
from which the program has re- 
quested funding and revenue from 
the past fiscal year. 

About eight weeks after the budget 
requests have been submitted, the 
Budget Presentation Hearings begin. 
During these hearings, the programs 
requesting money present their 
budgets, justify AS! funding and 
answer questions from the Senate, 
which makes up the final budget. 
Each program is allocated thirty 
minutes for the budget presentation. 

A generous portion of the $400,000 
budget goes to Men's and Women's 
Athletics, the Children’s Center and 
the Program Board. The least 
amounts go to Veteran's Services, 
KEG radio and the International 
Center. The biggest chunk of the 
budget goes to ASi Administration 
and Operations (A & O). The A & O 
budget covers ASi employees 
salaries, professional services and 
ee tg tags rents space in 
the U or its Executive Office,

Business Office, Bike Shop and Tool 
Co - op. 

The biggest problem the Senate 
hits head - on every year, come 
budget time, is that every program 
wants more money due to inflation. 
Unfortunately, the AS! budget never 
increases, therefore making it im- 
possible for the programs to receive 
additional funding and activity ex- 
pansion is unheard of. This is a 
Statewide problem. 

The Student “Presidents As- 
sociation (SPA) and the Chancellor 
have proposed to add a ten dollar 
Instructionally Related Activities 
(iRA), fee to the registration fee in 
order to alleviate some of the pres- 
sure on the ASI. 

IRA involves programs such as 
Forensics, Athletics, the State 
Hornet, and Marching Band. Once 
this fee is implemented, the variety of 
student activities will be expanded. 

Presently, the Associated 
Students funds Experimental 
College, Women's Studies, inter-

Dolly Parton comes on like some 
sweet, sad, sex - starved angel witha

A group of costumed children and 
wigged adults played flutes, tam- 
bourines, and drums at various places 
in the aisles before the choir and or- 
chestra members took their places at 
the front of the church

There were eight soloists, four 
white wigs and old fashioned dress 
All were good, but none haa the 
benefit of a microphone 


The church was full one hour 
before the performance was 
scheduled to begin. The audience 
was asked to move closer together in 
the pews twice. When no more people 
could squeeze into the rows, the 
aisles and the church narthex (foyer) 
were filled. This lead to a great deal of 
noise - people talking, and chairs 
banging - throughout the per- 
formance, even during the in- 
vocation. An outer church door was 
left open and traffic sounds obscured 
much of the musical offerings

The joyful words of Part XIil - 
Chorus will ring in the hearts of the 
audience for a lung time.

God, the Everlasting Father, the 
Prince of Peace” 

In the foyer was a display of Irish 
Christmas customs practiced in the 
mid - 1700's, when the Messiah was 
first performed. An explanation of 
each display was offered in English 
and Gaelic. The trish believed can- 
dies should be lit and the door ieft ajar 
as a symbol of hospitality.

Guitarist shines despite poor sound, lightin

B B. King's best gal Lucille burned 
up an amplifier last Thursday night 
and what a fine night it was! The 
bluesman came down hard in Sac- 
ramento 

But as heavy as the soul might be 
that produces B. B King’s Mississippi 

honed lyrics, the play of BB's 
fingers over Lucille’s neck is as soft 
and precise as the touch of an ex- 
ecutive secretary over the keys of her 
Selectric No one plays blues like B 
B. King 

King seems to know that as long as 
men and women have to deal with 
each other on the planet, we'll have 
somett.ing to sing the blues about. He 
translates that knowledge in the form 
of a vibration. It wells up from that 
dark area deep inside where 
everyman lives, and by the time it's 
flowed through Lucille and a maze of 


electronics to strike home in that 
same spot that resides tn each of us 
the audience is ready, and they never 
wait in vain 

Sacramento producer Hewitt 
Robinson and Associates were res 
ponsible for bringing the B._ B King 
Show to Sacramento's Woodlake Inn 
to nearly sell - out both 900 seat 
shows. Young comedian Chet Brown 
emceed the evening, which was 
opened by John Heartsman and Cir 
cles, veterans of the recent Sac 
ramento Blues Festival 

Unlike some of the artists that have 
been attracted to River City in the 
past, King seemed to be glad to be 
here.
